Works Department 


We apologise to villagers for the lengxh ‘of time it is taking 
to complete the drainage of the Village Gréen and the kerbing 
improvements in Viking Way. Like all other organisations the 
Parish Council is conscious of the need to practise economies 
wherever possible and in order to keep costs--to’a° minimun 
these operations are being carried out using our own labour 
force and trying to avoid hiring fees for equipment by 
borrowing this when we can. To some extent we are therefore 
dependent on the goodwill of other parties, but we feel that 
this is justified by the reduction in costs. The work will be 
completed as soon as possible. Our younger residents will have 
noticed that the play equipment on the Village Green has now 
been reinstated and Wicksteeds have pease? to make good the 
Gamage caused to grass in that area. S 


Verges in Avgletrees 


Several complaints have been made about the “service verges" 
in Appletrees. These are the areas where the tarmac pavement 
gives way to a grassed surface.: They were poorly laid and are 
now .badly rutted, making maintenance almost impossible. The 
Parish Council fully agrees with the views expressed by the 
complainants and we shall be writing to New Tdeal Homes Ltd. 
on the subject.

ROAD SAFETY IN BAR HILL 


Can we remind children and parents that the footpaths in the 
village are provided to give traffic-free access for cyclists 
and pedestrians to most areas of the village. Most of the 
roads appear to be traffic free, but cars and vans can appear 
unexpectedly. There is a particular hazard behind the Health 
Centre where children, some as young as 4 or 5 cross over the 
entrance to Hanover Close from the Park (behind Otter Close 
and Otter Gardens). Drivers visiting the Health Centre or 
delivering supplies cannot see the park when they turn the 
corner from Viking Way, and would not normally expect to find 
children playing in this area.
